26 Low In County 
Brings First Frost 
The first killing frost of the sea- 
son swept over the district Friday 
night, with the tem perature dipping 
to a low of 26. according to L. H 
Copeland, U. S. weather observer 
at Millport. 
Ice formed on windshields of cars 
parked outside in the city and sur­ 
rounding area and there were re­ 
ports of frozen car radiators in 
the rural districts. 
The official low tem perature was 
recorded around dawn, Copeland 
said.

The voters, after three months 
of incessant campaign oratory will 
vote Sunday. But the results will 
determ ine the fate of a proposal 
by the seven-nation Western Euro­ 
pean Union to “ Europeanize” this 
little territory tucked in between 
France and Germany. 
If the m ajority vote yes, the 
Saar will become the first embodi­ 
m ent of a united Europe—a supra­ 
national state, sm aller than Rhode 
Island and with a population of 
between 900,000 and a million, in 
the industrial heart of Western 
Europe. 
The Saar would continue its 
close economic ties, including a 
customs union, with France, and 
control its own internal govern­ 
m ent. But foreign relations and 
defense would pass from France 
to a neutral high commissioner ap- 
pointed by WEU. 
If the voters say no, the status 
quo will continue. That m eans po­ 
litical autonomy but still a close 
economic tieup with France. 
It also would m ean a customs 
and currency barrier between the 
German-sp>eaking Saarlanders and 
other Germans living just across 
the eastern frontier. 
While the voters 
make their 
choice, they will be sealed off from 
pressures from the rest of Europe. 
The frontiers with France, Ger­ 
m any, and Luxembourg will be 
tightly closed Sunday.

DENVER (£)—Dr. Paul Dudley 
White was due here today to re­ 
examine President Eisenhower and 
tell the American people what the 
prospects are now for his com­ 
plete recovery. 
The President awaited the visit 
of the eminent Boston heart spe­ 
cialist as he would an old friend 
while he began his fifth week of 
hospitalization from his heart atr 
tack of Sept. 24. 
A 9:55 a. rn. (EDT) medical bul­ 
letin reported: 
“The 
President 
had 
a 
good 
night’s sleep of almost nine hours. 
He awoke feeling refreshed and in 
his usual jovial mood. The Presi­ 
dent’s condition continues to pro­ 
gress satisfactorily without com­ 
plications.” 
White is being accompanied by 
Col. Thomas W. Mattingly, the 
Army’s heart specialist at Walter 
Reed Hospital, Sherman Adams, 
Eisenhower’s principal deputy and 
Maj. John Eisenhower, the Presi­ 
dent’s son, on the President’s pri­ 
vate plane. 
The examinations and consulta­ 
tions that follow will form the 
basis for Dr. White’s third news 
conference between 3 and 5 p. rn. 
EDT in which he will report on 
the 65-year-old President’s prog­ 
ress and outline a program of con­ 
valescence for the next two weeks. 
Unless plans are changed, the 
President will rem ain at Fitzsim- 
ons Army Hospital a minimum of 
two more weeks. White has said 
he will return for a fourth consul­ 
tation two weeks from today. 
The last m edical bulletin Fri­ 
day reported the President pro­ 
gressing satisfactorily w i t h o u t 
complications after sitting up one 
hour 50 minutes in an easy chair 
in his room and in a wheelchair 
on the s undeck outside his eighth 
floor quarters.

Jam es C. H agerty was queried as 
to the significance of this. 
H agerty said “ they are leaving 
it pretty much up to the Presi­ 
dent.’* He px>inted out the Presi­ 
dent painted for an hour and a half 
Friday while abed.

Utility Less 
Than Asked 


New Rates Will Be 
About Same As Those 
Refunded In April 


*nie Ohio Public Utilities Com­ 
mission

granted the M anufacturers Light 


8 t Heat Co. a $1,228,004 annual 
rate increase to its customers in 
five Eastern Ohio counties. 
The increase is $407,334 below 
what the company had requested 
in the long drawn - out action 
before the rate regulating body. 
Neither the E ast Liverpool nor 
Pittsburgh offices of the utility 
were open today to spell out tile 
charge for consumers but the to­ 
tal amount is near what the com­ 
pany had to refund in April aft­ 
er its tem porary increase w a s 
rolled back. 
Of that amount, $144,351 w i l l 
come from customers in M artins 
Ferry and the rest from custom­ 
ers in Monroe, Belmont, H arri­ 
son, 
Jefferson 
and 
Columbiana 
Counties. 
The company has 41,600 O h i o 
customers, including 10,000 in E ast 
Liverpool and Wellsville, 
The company had asked a total 
increase of $1,635,338, of w h i c h 
$182,426 would apply to M artins 
Ferry customers. 
But the commission s a i d the 
amounts asked would be. too high 
and “ would yield 
an 
excessive 
compensation for the service.” 
Only 5 per cent of the compa­ 
ny’s business is in Ohio. 
The commission considered the 
increases in two c a s e s and in 
each decided present rates “don’t 
yield adequate 
returns” 
to the 
company. 
The M artins Ferry case began 
nearly two years ago when the 
company objected to a local ordi­ 
nance that fixed rates. 
E arly last year the commission 
granted the company a tem por­ 
ary increase of $1,284,529, which 
the company asked rem ain in ef­ 
fect until the perm anent rate in­ 
crease case was settled. 
Later the commission canceled 
the $1,284,529 boost, and the com­ 
pany refunded tem porary increas­ 
es granted and taken 
back 
in 
July. 
The company based its rate in­ 
crease request on increased op­ 
erating costs. 
E ast Liverpool and other Ohio 
Valley cities fought the request, 
with solicitors and others attend­ 
ing numerous hearings in Colum­ 
bus. The communities contribut­ 
ed several thousand 
dollars 
to 
help finance the fight. 
It is assumed the company will 
start billing 
customers 
immedi­ 
ately under the higher rates. 
The present rate, after the $1.50 
charge for the first 
1 , 0 0 0 cubic 
feet, was pegged at 54 cents for 
m any years before the request was 
filed in November 1954.

Conicle told how he established 
the big gardening operation, start­ 
ing in 1946 with IO rented acres 
near W aterford Park race track. 
Last year, the principal crop was 
13 acres of sweet corn, supplement­ 
ed by 5 acres each in potatoes and 
cantaloupes, 4 acres* of cabbage 
and 3 acres of green beans, ne 
related. 
The farm is known as the W. H. 
Conkle & Son Truck Gardening Co. 
Conkle spoke at the Lions weekly 
meeting in the Travelers Hotel— 
another in a series of program s 
designed to acquaint the club with 
the history and activity of district 
business and industry. 
Conkle said he m arkets most of 
the produce with chain stores or 
commission m erchants in P i t t s - 
burgh, but also sells some in Weir­ 
ton, Steubenville and E ast Liver­ 
pool. 
Operating with rented and bor­ 
rowed equipment the first sum­ 
m er, Conkle rented 22 additional 
acres the following season from 
the Globe Brick Co. In the years 
through ,1949, he added more land 
and equipment, he said. 
Pricing irrigation equipment in 
1949 because of a dry season, he 
decided against the purchase when 
told it would cost $6,500, he related. 
Rain saved the crops, so that fall 
he purchased second hand p i p e 
and a w ar surplus pump to set up 
the beginning of an irrigation sys­ 
tem in 1950, he said. He pointed out 
he was required to use six-inch 
pipe, because it was six tenths of a 
mile from the river to the closest 
field suitable for irrigation. 
Since 1950, there have been two 
seasons in which the gardening op­ 
eration would have m ade expenses 
without irrigation, he said. T w o 
trucks, two tractors and two spray­ 
ers are used now on the big tract, 
with a labor force that hits 30 at 
the peak of the harvest season, he 
said. 
Conkle said one of his c o r n- 
sprayers is a rarity in this section 
of the country—a monster t h a t 
straddles two rows of corn and 
sprays six at once.

Everything in Washington has been squared 
away for another round of “ good spirits” in 
Geneva when the foreign m inisters’ conference 
opens next Thursday. 
But as Secretary of State Dulles left Wash­ 
ington for prelim inary meetings in Rome and 
Paris before the big conference convened in 
Geneva, there was a loose end in his m andate 
from the American people. 
They are by no means certain — nor is their 
government — about what has come to be 
known as “ the Geneva spirit.” Since its sensa­ 
tional emergence at the Geneva 
conference 
last July, the Soviet Union’s friendliness has 
raised as many questions as it has held out 
new hope of solving. 
Experts who study the 
mysteries 
of 
the 
Kremlin agree 
that 
the 
new 
regime 
has 
abandoned Stalin’s policy of making enemies 
of everybody. Khruschev and his 
associates 
are hopeful of catching more flies with sugar 
than Stalin caught with vinegar. 
But the Kremlin is still in the business of 
catching flies. It has not renounced its long­ 
tim e aim of worldwide revolution. 
The United States, G reat Britain. France and 
their allies in 
the 
anti-Communist 
coalition 
m ust develop a defense for the sugar method: 
their defense against the vinegar method has 
been outmoded by the Geneva spirit. 
The loose end in 
the 
m andate 
Secretary 
Dulles is taking to Geneva 
from 
President 
Eisenhower 
and 
the 
United 
States 
is 
un­ 
certainty about this defense. 
The Soviet Union’s willingness to negotiate 
Is in itself a temptation to give its negotiators 
what they want as a reward for their* new 
friendliness. But if what they want is what 
they always have wanted — 
destruction 
of 
everything they cannot dominate — the United 
States m ust block Russian expansionism just 
as aggressively as it has blocked it since 1945.

Tax-Free Responsibility 
The violent reaction of outraged opinion that 
has followed the use of secret apparatus to rec­ 
ord jury deliberations in Wichita serves a use­ 
ful purpose. 
It brings into clear focus the contention that 
had been clumsily made by the Reece report 
in 1954, as the result of hearings by a House 
special committee to investigate tax-exempt 
foundations. In that report, issued by Rep. B. 
Carroll Reece of Tennessee, the subcommittee 
chairman, it was contended that certain tax- 
exempt foundations had given direct support to 
subversive activities. 
That accusation was not well founded. But it 
was established by the hearings that founda­ 
tions dispersing tax-exempt funds were account­ 
able for the way the funds were used. In the 
Wichita jury incident, a grant from the Ford 
Foundation to the University of Chicago was 
used in some part to violate the secrecy of 
jury deliberations—certainly a disputable prac­ 
tice, even though carried on in pursuit of the 
worthy cause of improving the jury system. 
The point is that tax-exempt foundations al­ 
ways will be accountable in the court of public 
opinion for what is done with their grants— 
and the court of public opinion is only one court 
below the government itself, which would be 
forced to supervise the use of the grants if 
public opinion becam e enranged. 
That would be a net loss for everybody con­ 
cerned. The Wichita incident has alerted the 
foundations to the necessity of supervising their 
beneficiaries in order to continue their good 
work without federal interference. 


Sport And Honor 
Solicitation of money to send United States 
team s to the Winter Olympic Games in Italy 
earlw next year and to the regular games in 
Australia early next winter reached a climax 
today — National Olympic Day. 
The cause is worthy, although complications 
keep creeping into it, chiefly the complication 
of over-aggressive nationalism. Hitlerism soured 
the Berlin games in 1936. In London in 1948 
and in Helsinki in 1952, the obvious attem pt of 
the Soviet Union to exploit Russian athletes 
created an uncomfortable atmosphere. It is ex­ 
pected that the Russians will be just as Intent 
on proving something about Soviet superiority 
in the games at Melbourne next year. 
The trouble is that each contestant takes an 
oath to do his best not only for the “ glory of 
sport” but for the “ honor” of his country. The 
“ glory” part sometimes is overwhelmed by the 
“ honor” part of the pledge. The original pur­ 
pose of international understanding, stressed 
when the games began in 1896. sometimes has 
been warped into more m isunderstanding than 
understanding. 
Nevertheless, the Olympic Games are still 
the most perfect way ever devised to bring 
nations into physical competition without blood­ 
shed. The wonder of it is that the games can 
be held at all, not that they sometimes bring 
out animosities.

USUALLY

that way are astonished that they 
are not supported by business men 
in their efforts to pres rve private 
enterprise. The fact is that busi­ 
ness has adjusted itself to the New 
Deal revolution and is making big­ 
ger profits than ever. 
If in 1936-7, these business men 
fought 
the 
labor 
union 
ideas 
of John L. Lewis and Walter Reuth- 
er, they are now in partnership 
with Reuther to preserve the sys­ 
tem they once opposed. A return 
to a free economy would upset the 
larger American businesses as the

Whereas in many states there 
is considerable resentm ent at cur­ 
rent efforts at expansion of federal 
authority, the states nevertheless 
accept federal aid for this or that.

Edgar Hoover a n d officials of 
the Justice Departm ent wearily 
trying to m ake the sam e point 
above the din of criticism against 
their use of Browder’s form er fol­ 
lowers. 
There doesn’t seem to be any 
objection anywhere to the use of 
Browder as an informant.

“ The Fund for the Republic” is 
one of the so-called “liberal” or­ 
ganizations, financed by the Ford 
Foundation, and one of the cries 
of protest raised by the "left wing’’ 
is that the government uses paid 
informants or pays ex-Communists 
as witnesses to testify in trials in­ 
volving Communist problems. 
So far as can be discovered 
here, there is no case on record 
in which the government has ever j 
paid money to any person while 
he himself wTas under indictment. 
There is pending against Browd­ 
er a criminal indictment accusing 
him of perjury. 
The curious aspect of the m atter 
is that if Browser, who claims to

This is the story of Julian and 
M arian Striple of Waukegan, Illi­ 
nois, a most unusual pair of pro­ 
fessional singers.

sing, but as 
exceptional 
singers 
who happened to be polio victims. 
Eventually, they 
met,

home of their own,

Julian 
drives them to and from their sing­ 
ing engagements in a car specially 
equipped for driving without the 
use of foot pedals. 
Today, they are in demand for 
banquets and concerts, and each 
has a fine job as a church soloist. 
They are independent, earn their 
own way, but, more important, as 
the words of the song go. they 
bring joy and gladness into the 
world, to banish sadness and strife. 
Again, referring to the song they 
sang, when a cloud appeared in 
their lives, they did not forget that 
somewhere the sun was shining, 
and that their job was to make it 
shine for them. This they m anaged 
to do, and in so doing, they are 
making the sun shine for others.

Bellaire has long been a “jinx” 
for the Potters, the Belmont Coun­ 
ty school having beaten East Liv­ 
erpool 16 times in 19 games. The 
Potters have managed to win two 
and tie one. 
In shooting for t h e i r sixth 
straight of the campaign, the Pot­ 
ters also will be seeking their first 
victory over Bellaire since 1927.. 
Since tile 1927 triumph of 7-0, 
Bellaire has defeated East Liver­ 
pool IO straight times.

The man who would boast, “I’ve 
been to more Ole Miss games than 
anybody else, and I’ve never seen 
the Rebels lose yet,” died Friday 
night of pulmonary tuberculosis in 
a Chicago hospital.

Johnson said the search for an­ 
other man, a matter on which the 
sheriff declined tt\ elaborate, did 
not mean that officers had de­ 
creased their interest in Wilson. 
Further study also was g i v e n 
yesterday to lie detector t e s t s 
which Wilson underwent Wednes­ 
day night and Thursday. Johnson 
said that ,“ so far, they haven’t 
been conclusive, but we’re looking 
into them further.** 
A middle - aged odd jobs man 
who lives in the Holden neighbor­ 
hood, and w h 9 was held about 24 
hours for questioning early this 
week, also w a s arrested 
again 
yesterday morning — but on 
a 
drunk charge. 
Johnson said he did not consider 
the man, not otherwise identified, 
as a suspect. He related the man 
was taken into custody after ap­ 
pearing at two homes in the Sun­ 
crest area, saying he was lost at 
the first residence and then ask­ 
ing for a match at the second. 
Johnson did say, however, that 
the man’s activities and h a b i t s 
would be fully investigated.

1,170 Cattle Pass 
Brucellosis Test 
LISBON—A total of 156 herds 
comprising 1,170 cattle reacted neg­ 
atively to blood tests for brucello­ 
sis given to some 275 herds con­ 
taining 3,506 cattle so far in Co­ 
lumbiana, County, state technicians 
said today. 
The technicians, who have been 
conducting the tests since Sept. 5 in 
the American Legion headquarters 
here, said results are classified in 
three brackets — negative, infected 
and suspect. 
They said 911 cattle in 43 herds 
have been found infected, includ­ 
ing 93 reactors, which must be 
sold or quarantined, and 127 sus­ 
picious. Some 1,425 cattle, including 
160 suspicious in 76 herds, were 
classified in the suspect bracket. 
The testing program is a federal- 
state-county ventufe. A “ screen-’’ 
ing” program for brucellosis — the 
milk ring test—was conducted in 
August. Blood-testing of the cattle 
for brucellosis is a followup meas­ 
ure to check each animal. 
The county has about 20,000 cat­ 
tle, excluding steers. All of them 
will be tested, eventually, accord­ 
ing to Donald Hall of Berlin Cen­ 
ter, laboratory technician, who is 
handling the testing program. 
Dr. Jay Smith of Carrollton, state 
veterinarian, is in charge.
